A desire to lax securities of corpo- 
rations and to exempt homesteads up 
lo ,$,1000 valuation, both of which are 
impossible under the Ccyistitution at 
present, is the principal object behind 
the move of the Taxation Committee 
members for a convention. 

Under the State Constitution the 
Legislature could not enact any 
m.easurcs to tax the capital value of 
personal property, it is pointed out. 
That provision prevents passage of 
several proposals to relieve the tax 
burden on real estate. 

According to Commissioner Long, 
there are constitutional barriers to 
practically all the proposals by the 
Taxalion Committee. These barriers 
would have to be removed before 
the bills could become law. 

Mr Long pointed out that the sales 
tax has not yet come up for con- 
, sideration by the committee, and that 
I he did not include that proposal in 
I Ihe list of those barred by the Con- 
stitution. The .sales tax has already 
< been ruled constitutional in this 
Slate.

Mr Ronan declared the duties of 
chairman of the Boston Finance 
Commission are purely ministerial 
and that although he receives a sal- 
ary of $5000 a year while the other 
members are unpaid, he is no more 
a public ofTlcer than any other mem- ', 
bcr. The fact he is named chairman 
doe.'! not set him apart from the 
other members. 

The designation by the Governor 
of a chairman means .simply that 
additional duties have been assigned 
to him, Mr Ronan argued.

Curley, 
said that although the chairman of the 
commission receives $5000 annually and 
the other members are unpaid, the 
chairman is no more a public officer 
than the foreman of a jury Is in greater 
office than other jurors, and his duties 
are purely ministerial. 

He questioned the right of the su- 
preme court to review the action of 
Gov. Curley in naming Sullivan as 
chairman if the action was an execu- 
tive function. The designailon of a 
chairman by the Governor, he said. Is 
nothing more than the assignment of 
such additional duties as are perform- 
ed by any chairman. The chairman of 
the finance commission has no more 
votes and no more power than any 
member of the group, he added. 

Atty. Leon R. Newman, counsel for 
'v.dge Saplan, argued that the word 
"designate," used in prescribing the 
procedure for naming a chairman, 
means the same as "appoint," and that 
when a chairman is named by the 
Governor he holds a different office 
than the other mwnt)ers of the com- 
mission. As a different ofBrcr appointed 
by the Governor, he can be removed 
from office only by the Governor f or j 
cause, he declared.

PLACED IN 
DEATH CELL 

Alexander Kaminski, convicted 
of the murder of a Sprinjrfield 
county jail guard, took the last 
•walk yesterday that he probably 
will take before he goes to the 
electric chair sometime during the 
week beginning Feb. 17. 

His journey was undertaken after 
dark and it spanned the 300 yards 
between the Cherry Hill section 
of Charlestown state prison and 
the death house. 

In taking it, Kaminski passed 
the execution chamber and the 
electric chair that is to claim his 
life. If he felt any emotion, he 
gave no sign. The chair was hid- 
den by a screen. 

On arriving In the death house.

He was first sen- 
tenced to die during the week of 
Jan. 20, and then given a 30 days' i 
respite by the governor and coiin- 1 
cil. That will end on Feb. 17. when ' 
the law savs he must pav the pen- 
alty for killincr Menitt W Hayden 
on Oct. 22, 1933.

mission. As a different oflaccr appointed 
by the Governor, he can he removed 
from office only by the Governor for 
cause, he declared.

T Opposed to the death penalty and actively co-operathig to 
have it abolished, Gov. Curley rejected a petition to commute 
to life imprisonment the death sentence of Alexander Kaminski, 
who murdered a jail guard at Springfield 16 months ago. 
Kaminski is to die during the week of Feb. 17. 

Thus the Governor neets a hard test. What it cost him in 
spirit to make his decision only he knows. It was the first 
instance of such a plea coming before him. Not a believer in 
the death penalty, and with the power to prolong a life, the 
Governor upheld the courts. 

And that is the point. Governors take oath, not to impress 
their personal opinions upon the people, but to uphold the laws. 
The law has said that this man took another man's life and so 
should die. The law says further that a Governor, with the con- 
sent of his council, has a right to extend executive clemency, 
but in this case there appeared to be a lack of sound reason for 
extending clemency. 

Meanwhile tho Governor favors a bill for the abolition of 
the death penalty. While he may be gravely mistaken in this 
stand. Gov. Curley makes no mistake in his approach. And he 
has. with him many of our best citizens, several of whom spoke 
in favor of the bill before committee. 

The Lefislature, however, will bear in mind the sufferings 
of the victims of murderers. The Legislature will bear in mind 
that when murder is done, the people demaiul that the guilty 
be caught. And when the guilty arc caught, too often is the 
victim forgotten and the criminal showered with maudlin 
sympathy. Remember, no person is executed unless he has 
killed after premeditation. 

The claim that the death penalty does not deter murderers 
is sheer assumption. Undoubtedly many a criminal, embarking 
upon crime other than murder, gives some consideration to the 
fact that there is a death penalty. And if the death penalty is 
not feared, why do so many Iry to escape it?

Chief Deputy Marshal Ward, who 
is state repreeentative from Rox- 
bury and an outstanding figure in 
Boston politics, said the badge 
found on Sweeney was taken from 
his desk in the Federal building 
some time ago.

About a month ago, when I 
did not find the missing badge, 
I reported its disappearance and 
heard no more about it until to- 
day. 

"About 65 men call on me dally 
in search of work, enter and 
leave my office. 

"The badge found on the man 
from the description is not offi- 
cial. The badge given to me by 
the government is round, with a 
star in the center, and bears the 
designation, 'Deputy Vnited States 
Marshal.' " 

Breen'6 storj', police said, was 
that he found the dead man in the 
gutter, believed he was a victim of 
epilepsy, and summoned a taxicab.

"Is Mario there?"

A few minutes later Barney 
Gouner drove up in a car. He was 
taken into custody as he stepped 
into the doorway. Police said an 
automatic pistol was found in his 
pocket. 

Questioned at Station 4, Gouner 
said he was a brother of John Gou- 
ner who was implicated by police 
some time ago in a Cambridge case 
with Sweeney. 

John Gouner died recently in a 
tuberculosis hospital in Plymouth 
cuunty. The case against him was 
nol pressed. 

Sweeney and John Gouner were 
indicted April 26, 1931, charged 
with assault with intent to rob 
Albert Noble, Jr., a war veteran, 
in his apartment on Harvard street, 
Cambridge. 

Never Apprehended 

The Middlesex County record 
shows Sweeney was never appre- 
hended for arraignment. 

Frank Thomas, garage man, was 
questioned after he allegedly told 
a group of taxi drivers that the 
shooting took place near the Cos- 
mos Club, and eald of the victim: 

"That's the fellow who ran 
amuck two days ago." 

He told polica he *ras at his 
garage on Broadway near the club 
when he heard two shots. He said 
he saw a man and woman running 
and asked them what had hap- 
pened. They told him: 

"There's a nun shot up on 
Winchester street." 

Sweeney first was identified as 
John Coughlin of Gallivan boule- 
vard, Dorchester, from a gas bill 
in his pocket.

They said 
it may have resulted from a gang 
war over narcotics or slot machines 
Or other gambling. 

They also were at a looS to ex- 
plain why Sweenej' had never been 
apprehended on the indictment 
warrant issued for him in 1931. 

His home in Dorchester was 
searched for narcotics by Sergeant 
Wayland H. Blanding.

Aldermen Hesitate to Approve $100,000 for Snow 
_^ Removal j, Equipment and Cut ERA Material 
Appropriation to Less Than Half. 
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An order appropriating- $30,lt>8.67 to 
•tlie ERA special aL-couni was patJsed. anu 
tile rtrqnest of Mayor Hagan for an ap- 
propriation of $100, uOO to purcliase snow- 
removal equipment was referred to the 
Xinance committee at a Miecial meetiiis oi 
the Board of Aldermen last Monday night. 
J^Iayor Hagan's cDmniunicatiun reKardinjj; 
EKA was as follows: — 

'-There is before your Honorable Board 
a Communication renuestins the appr^,- 
priation of $69,183.15 for the purchase 
■of ERA materials. 

"It is absolutely essential that these 

■ materials be provided for project.-^ now 

being carried on in order that the men 

.and -women employed on these projects 

•be kept working. 

-■1 again request that your Honorable 
.Eoaid take favorable action on this ap- 
Ijropriation at this meeting." 

The recommendation ivas referred to 
the finance committee, which reported 
the order for »30,16S.67. 

There was some Question raised as to 
■whether ERA work in the city would 
-continue with stop orders being issued 
from the state office and at Hrst the 
aldermen -vvere undecided on adopting 
the order for the reduced amount. Alder- 
man Stynes pointed out that order would 
be effective if ERA work was continued. 
Alderman Dardls offered the following 
resolution relating to ERA work which 
-was adopted: —

AN IMPARTIAL INQUIRY? 

One hardly knows how to inter 
Dret Governor Curley's statement 
that rates for gaf~%nd electricity 
in this state "must" be lowered, at

companies, to investigate the prob- 
lem. Such a committee would nat- 
urally be expected to render either 
an evenly divided, or compromise, 
leport, with a possibility that una- 
nimity might be reached with re- 
{,!jrd to some unimportant reduc- 
tions. At any rate, it is hardly 
iuitable to judge the case while the 
?vidence is not in. 

Unless the rates are voluntarily 
reduced, says the governor, the Icg- 
slature will be asked to force a cut. 
^ut what if the committee should 
•}C unanimous in expressing the 
)pinion that current rates are sub- 
tantially reasonable? Even a ma- 
ority of the governor's appointees, 
n addition to the utility members 
■)f the committee, would make an 
mpressive showing in favor of let- 
ing the present charges stand. In 
my event, it is rather probable that 
^he legislature would refuse to obey 
the dictation of Governor Curley in 
oppo.sition to such a report. 

Whatever the governor's position 
may be after the report is in, it Is 
certainly good news that this ques- 
tion of utility rates, as far as Mas- 
sachusetts is concerned, is to have 
• something more as a basis of dis- 
cussion than the vague charges of 
politicians that the public is being 
mulcted. There has also been a 
study of utility rate." in the nation 
■it large, by the Federal Power com- 
., rnission. In one way and another, 
it /appears, there have been exten- 
sive writeups ot value, the exact 
percentage of which would depend 
on the basis on which asset 
values are calculated. Public opin- 
ion will doubtless support the presi- 
ient in his war on the utilities to ' 
the extent that charges may be 
forced down to >epresent a proper 
leturn on real rather than marked 
up investment. State utility com- 
missions should, unless their own 
investigations lead to a different 
conclusion, order such reductions. 
I'he federal investigation ought to 
be of great valut in governing the 
irtion of these commissions, but of 
, curse, if reduction orders are con- 
tested, the courts will be the final 
judges of the value of utility assets.

Asks Airport

Washington — Construction of a 
model airport at the Squantum, Mass., 
naval air base was recommended to- 
day by John J. Murphy, United State* 
marshal for Massachusetts, In discus- 
slons with Bay State members ot the 
House and Senate. 

Murphy said he would present the 
proposal to Governor Curley p,% the 
first opportunltyr"HB"'R9a*lioped to 
take the matter up with Curley yes- 
terday, but the Governor left the 
capital about the same time Murphy 
arrived. 

Murphy said the Boston area was 
the logical spot for concentration ot 
aerial forces and estimated that the 
proposed development, providing for 
5000 fighting planes, would cost ap-

Construction of a $2,000,00 Federal 
prison in Massachusetts for short- 
term prisoners was also advocated by 
Marshal Murphy. 

He pointed out there were no facil- 
ities available for Federal prisoners 
in the northeastern section ol the 
country and said within easy access 
ol Boston there were many sites that 
would be available for a Federal pe- 
nal institution.

Once more it has been denion-strated that 
Governor Cuiley can control enou.gh Repul^li- 
caii votes in the council to insure the confirma- 
tion of his appointee. The only excuse for the 
removal of Morgan T. Ryan as registrar of mo- 
tor vehicles was that he was given the position 
by former Governor Ely. He ha.s filled (he of- 
fice acceptably and aiijiarently has secured the 
good-will of his office and field force as well as 
that of the public. 

The appointment of Frank A. Goodwin is pal- 
pably the payment of a political debt. It can- 
not be said, however, that he is not fully qual- 
ified to fill the place. If a change was to be 
made, it is for the best interests of the public 
that one who has proved himself the right man 
in the right place should be named. Whatever 
may be said of Mr, Goodwin's course politically, 
he is largely responsil)le for the excellent system 
which has made Massachusetts conspicuous 
among the states making an intelligent attempt 
to control motor traffic. 

When he held the office of registrar before 
Mr. Goodwin was severely criticised for contin- 
ually breaking into print. That he engaged in 
some controversies which might well have been 
avoided cannot be denied, but in publicising his 
office and its activities he had a laudable ob- 
ject in view. He kept reminding the motorists 
of their sins, held a constant threat over their 
heads and kept the problem of securing safety 
on the roads continuously in the public mind. 
Mr. Goodwin organized the departmont of mo- 
tor vehicles so efficiently that comparatively fev/ 
changes have been made by his successors, 
most of these having been necessitated by its 
constant expansion. Nobody doubts that he 
will fill the office acceptably to all but the vio- 
lators of the motor vehicle laws. 
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New School Plan Discussed 

The possibility and advLsability 
of erecting a new high scliool build- 
ing in this town were disciussed at 
this week's mccling of the school 
committee. Tlic project was con- 
sidered becaase after going over the 
situation, the committee found that 
the cost of alterations to the pres- 
ent structure to provide the more 
ample accommodations needed 
would be virtually equivaU.-nt to 
the amount tliat would have to he 
expended for an entire new build- 
ing, owing to the way in which the 
present building was planned.

; mitteo indicated that a new high 
school would coat aliout $f)0,000; but 
; the committw was advised that the 
' government would provide 50 per 
cent of the cost, and it was sug- 
ges'ted that the residue of the be- 
quest from the Cashing estale fund, 
amounting at present to more than 
$26,000, might be used to meet part 
of the expense if the townspeople 
manifested their willingness to have 
such an arrangement made. 

At present the quc.<;tion has not 
progressed Ix-yond the stage of dis- 
cussion, but it Ls understood that 
the committee will consult with the 
board of .M.-lecftnen this week in re- 
,gard to possibilities and that the 
proposed i>roject may then take a 
more definite form.

Hogsett of State prison imi^arted to 
him the news that Governor Cur- 
ley would not commute the sentence 
of death imposed by the court. 

Dropping his eyes as the warden

With these words. Kaminski

Granted a 30-day reprieve on 
Jan. 16 by the E.xecuiivc Council 
on recommendation of the Crover- 
nor, Kaminski had been in good 
spirits.

Before his cell lights went out 
last night Kaminski was visited by 
the Catholic chaplain of the prison, 
the Rev. Ralph W. Farrell, who 
Will be his daily visitor from now 
until the last walk.

Tliese officials now know that there are 
not five cities in the countrj- or 15 
per cent, of the states now financially 
equipped io extend financial resources 
for this work-relief program. 

"The only suggestions for obtaining 
funds locally arc the ga.soline tax and 
the sales tax.

"The cities and to«-ns have reached 
the end of their resources to raise 
funds and if the federal government 
refuses to as.sume full fhianclal rc- 
sponsiljility the program may have to 
be abandoned in l(,s entii-ety, however 
embarrn.sslng that might be. The fed- 
eral government is committed to a 
work and Wt>gea portcy nna w* pro- 
pose to co-operate. 

"A national lottery, a reduction of 
interest rates on government bonds, 
the elimination of tax exempt securi- 
ties or .-several other such proposals 
well could be adopted for financing 
the entire national debt and I predict 
we are coming to one of them. They 
are sound." 

Nearly every department in the state

The case has seemed to have no leatures 
ftppeallng to leniency, if we concede that 
there shall be capital punishment in any

During an escape, carried on with 
murderous intent to kill, if that ap- 
peared to be called for, Kaminski shot 
and fatally wounded Merrut W. Hayden, 
« guard at the Spnn;fl"ld jail. His plea 
tor life sentence instead of the death 



penalty was based upon assertion that 
the killing was not premeditated. 

All the circumstances contradict such 
a claim. Kaminski's career before and 
after his original conviction reveals a 
criminal character, unreformed and pur- 
posing to continue In course of lawless- 
ness should opportunity allow. 

To be sure, Paul Wargo, who waa 
the companion of Kaminski in the es- 
cape, was not given the death penalty. 
"That was his good luck," Governor 
Curley has rem.irked. He might per- 
haps have added that it marked failure 
to make Justice even-handed. 

Leniency to Kaminski would be to 
broadcast officially from Massachusetts, 
with evU Innuence upon the whole 
criminal world, that vlciousness, law- 
lessness and murder are to be condoned. 
Capital punishment may be a question- 
able policy of the law, but It Is the 
law in Massachusetts. To uphold the law 
and revere It was the duty of the gov- 
ernor. He has sustained It, and no 
one will suppose with any pleasure 
that to assist in exacting human life 
was required of him. ,..^

The Senate will stop sending resolutions to Washington memorializing 
Congress to do one thing or another it Senator Donald W. Nicholson of 
Wareham, Republican floor leader, and a few of his colleagues continue to 
have their way. They forced a show-down on the point yesterday and by 
a roll call vote, 15 to 15. which defeated the adoption of resolutions memori- 
alizing Congress to abolish the cotton processing tftx, they won their point. 



Yesterday's se.'sslon of the Senate 
would have been just a routine affair 
had not a debate resulted from Senator 
Nicholson's opposition to adopting the 
resolution. As it was, six senators 
voiced their views and then Senator 
William S. Conroy of Fall River moved 
reconsideration to be taken up at Mon- 
day's session. 

Calling attention that much of the 
ethyl alcohol now being sold In Massa- 
chusetts is Imported Into the common- 
wealth, contrary fo the provisions of the 
liquor control act, the A. B. C. com- 
mission yesterday issued a warning that 
importation or sale of alcohol by per- 
sons not licensed subjects them to a 
penalty or fine under the provisions of 
the liquor law. 

When called before the joint com- 
mittee on ways and means to ex- 
plain some of the hudeet requests of 
the executive department, Richard D. 
Grant, secretary to the Governor, 
declared the expenses were hlpher 
and a larccr .staff of clerical assist- 
ants than in other years was needed 
because of more work being: done by 
the present Governor. 

Representative Albert F. Blgdow of 
Brookline said the executive depart- 
ment's appropriation was $10,000 
greater than last year's but Grant 
claimed it wa.s between $3000 and $4000 
more when allowances are made for the 
restoration of salaries to the scale be- 
fore the cuts. The secretary said the 
various public works projects being 
sought by the Governor required a 
larger personnel in the executive de- 
partment.

Announcement by P W A officials in 
Washington that it may be many months 
before action can be taken on Govc-nor 
Curley's $230,000,000 building program, 
will, iTo doubt, be a bitter disappointment 
to the governor. It (vlll be an even 
greater disappointment to the thousands 
of Massachusetts men who listened ap- 
provingly to campaign speeches last fall 
and succeeded in convincing themselves 
that "work and wage.s" was merely a 
matter of electing Mr. Curley governor. 
They now know, perhaps to their sorrow, 
that things arc not done in exactly that 
way and that campaign promises are 
worth while only when they are oJ a, 
kind that can be carried out. 

The governor calls his $230,000,000 
plan the best ever drawn. It does, we 
admit, have the virtue of concreteness. 
It oiitlines in detail what the State would 
like to have done and it Includes a long 
list of projects designed to furnish work 
for many now unemployed. Yet in .spite 
of these good features, it is of no prac- 
tical value whatever wiJess the Fedoral 
Government puts the seal of approval 
upon it. 

While it it dangerous to pose a£ 
prophet in the.se .swiftly moving days, it 
Is our Judgment that there Is no likeli- 
hood that the Government will reach 
an early agreement with Mr. Curley Ir 



his contention that the national Treas- 
lu-y ought to pay all the bills for public 
works in the various States. It may be 
true that it expects to write off as total 
lo.sses some of the loans it has already 
made to a few of the States. This, how- 
ever, is far different from establishing 
openly the thesis that the money need 
not be paid back. And It is not the 
same thing as accepting the conclusion 
that hereafter it must do all the work 
itself and mpft all the expenses. 

The arrangement under wlilch the 
P W A now functions has well-laid tradi- 
tion and many precedents behind it. For 
years and years the Federal Government 
has co-operated with the States to effect 
desirable ptiblic improvements. But in 
nil instances provision has been made 
for contributions from both sources. We 
do not believe that there is anything 
more than a remote possibility that this 
principle will be abandoned. 

In any event, it is apparent that 
nothing can be done for some time. The 
whole question of appropriating money 
is now before Congress and until a suit- 
able bill is enacted the situation must 
rest. In other words, the only way that 
"work and wages" can be given, within 
a rea.sonable time, to the unemployed of 
Massachusetts is for the State lt«elf to 
dig deep into its own pocket*.

Appreciatine- the good work accom- 
plished by the commis.sion. and being 
anxious to boom the State by all rea.son- 
able means. Governor Curlcy indorsed 
the movement in his inaugural addre.t-s 
and has since expressed his .satisfaction 
with the bill as filed by Judge Herbert M. 
Chase, attorney for the Massachusetts 
Hotel Association. 

The call for action, which has just gone 
forth from the ofHce of the Mas.saehusetts 
Hotel Association, over the si,gnatur(>s of 
George H. Clark, executive secretary: 
Colyar P. Dodson, president, and (ilen- 
Tvood J. Sherrard, vice president, is a 
vigorous document. Instead of appoint-

'This is not just anotlu'r letter" .Secre- 
tary Clark writes. "It is a duty definite- 
ly a.sslgned to y<iu and we want your as- 
sistance in a positive reply. Say to these 
men whom you contact that this is not 
an addeil expense to the State but an in- 
vestment which will bring in many times 
over the $100,t)0(l appropriation. The in- 
creased revenue from I he gas tax alone 
developed from new tourist business will 
more than offset the appropri.ation. Ever.\ 
other -section of the country, including 
our sister States, is in direct coinpetitioii 
with Massachusetts Uiv this cash busi- 
ness. You know and we know it is time 
for Massachusetts to wake up and the 
only reason we have not accomplisho:d 
anything tieretofore is that we have not 
coiii'cntrated on the effort."

' This statement of intention by

Official Head Of Bay State Republicans Is Chairsnan Of State Com

A man with a bad habit of asking 
more questions than can bo answered 
in a given space of time hurled this 
one at me on Wednesday:

"But,' queried my jiersisteiit and 
actually annoying friend, "wlui is the 
head of be ncmocratic parly in Mas- 
sachusetts?" 

"That is an easy one," I i-eplied. 
The official head of the organized De- 
mocracy is the chairman of the .State 
Ooimmittee, of course." In order that 
I mi^ht be pestered with no omre 
questions, I added : 

"The official and dominant voice and 
leader of the nemocr:itic party in 
Massachusetts is James M. Curley, 
Governor of the Commonwealth. TTis 
is a vofce that penetrates, and his lead- 
ership is one that leads aTid otherwise 
is effective. Now, please don't ask any 
more questions. You are probabb 
getting ready to ask me why th;

It was definitely announcpci in 
Springfield Jast night that relatives 
will make s final appeal in the ef- 
forts to save the life of Alexander 
Kaminski. eondemncd to die in the 
electric chair at Charlestown Stale 
Prison the week of Peb 17 for the 
murder of Guard Merritl W. Hayden 
of Hampden County Jail Oct 22. 1933. 

Kaminski's parents and a brother 
and sister will attempt to arrange a 
meeting with Gov Curley for the 
purpose of asking him to bring the 
matter bcfoje the Executive Council 
when an appeal will be made to 
commute the sentence to one of life 
imprisonment. 

Writing from New Britain, ('onn, 
Mrs Rose Xaminski, mother of Alex- 
ander, told Gov Curley that: 

"Until you say to me finally that 
he mu.st die, I will not give up hope. 

"Everyone has told me that you 
will not listen, but ] refuse to be- 
lieve them because [ know that you. 
a member of a race that has known 
suffering for centuries, tan appre- 
ciate what T feel at the present 
time and your great heart can find 
compassion lor me, a humble woman 
and mother. . ." 

After a night of hitch-hiking Wal- 
ter Kaminski of New Brit.ain and 
Fred Papalo of Merideii, Conn, 
reached the State Prison at Charles- 
town .yeitcrda.v morning to see 
Alexander Kaminski.

Riprap, Pemberton sea wall, Hull— 
Under authority of Chapter -HO of the 
.4cts of IWi, a length of sea wnW of 
about L'lOO feet was built at Pemberton 
Poinf, Hull. The wall is in good con- 
dition, but it shotrld have additional 
riprap protection along its front. 

Bulkhead West Dock, Pier 1, East 
Boston— To conserve the depth of wa- 
ter in the west dock at Commonwealth 
Pier 1, there shouM be a new bulkhead 
built across its inner end. The woi'k 
would entail, in addition to the new 
bulkhead, removal of the oi.l wooden 
btrlkhead and existing riprap. 

Protection Bulkhead, Boston .\irport. 
East Boston— The existing wooden bulk- 
heads that retain the filling at the Bos- 
ton .\irporl are deteriorating and in 
places weakened by action of marine 
borers. To conserve the bulkhead pn 
the harbor side, filling obtained from 
Bird Island Flats, immediately in front, 
could he rehandled against the bulk- 
head, say. up to high water. Like treat- 
ment could be given to other bulk- 
heads. As this fllling is placed the 
slope could be covered with riprap. 

Improvements by Dredging 

Dredging Weymouth. Fore r,l\cr— In 
conjunction with the federal project for 
dredging a channel ^tio feet wide and 27 
feet deep in the We,\ tpouth Fore River 
below the Fore River Bridge at Quincy 
Point, the State and local Interests 
have agreed to dredge a channel of the 
same depth and of stritable width for a 
distance of l'.j"0 feet above the J'ore 
Hi\er Bridge. b 

Harbor off .Atlantic avenue and South p 
Boston — Several petitions have been 
presented to the department to deepen 
to 30 feet at mean low water, the area 
between the main ship channel and 
wharves along .-Vnantic avenue, Bos- 
ton proper, and the New Haven piers 
at South Eoston. This project ■.i»\-olves 
the removal, by dredging, of approx- 
imately 352.000 cubic yards of material. 

Mystic River, -Middle Ground— The 
lower end of the shoal area In the 
middle of the .Mystic River between 
t.'helsea and Maiden bridges for the 
betterment of navigation in the river 
channel and to prevent grounding of 
vessels docking at the Mystic Irtm 
Works in Everett, and at the Wiggin 
Terminals and the Revere Sugar Re- 
tlnery in Charlesiown, should be re- 
moved by dredging to a depth of 30 
feet at mean low water. This project 
involves the dredging of about 750.0»jO 
cubic yards of material. 

Dorchester Bay, South Boston— Sev- 
eral petitions have been presented to 
the Legislature in recent j-ears to pro- 
vide t'lrnds for dredginj; a suitable 
anchorage basitr and approach channel 
for small boats oft City Point, in Dor- 
chester Bay. This project involves the 
dredging ot '.iTCOtJO cubic yards of ma- 
terial and the placing of 66.0"«j tons of 
stone in breakwater. j 

To*n River. Quincy— In 1927. the De- | 
partment of I'ublic Works reported to I 
the I.egisl.Tture on proposed Improve- 
meuiS in Town River, Quincy, with an { 
estimated cost of Sitll'.tXJO. This project i 
was later revised to provide a channel ' 
]2.i feet in width and 25 feet deep at | 
mean low water and a basin 60<l feet | 
by ftij feet and 23 feet in depth, at an 
estimated cost of Sti'11.400. 

Ledge Dry Dock and .\rmy Base— Due 
to ledge areas located inside the main 
ship channel off the entrances to the 
na^y dry dock and the army base, 
navigation of deep draft vessels to 
these terminals is somewhat dajigerous. 
One located to the north of the en- 
trance to the dry dock has a minunum 
depth of about 2'.i feet and one in front 
of the aiuny base piei s ha.'^ a minimum 
depth of about 28 feet at mean low 
water.

Meanwhile Boston police found a 
valuable witness in Miss Sadie Perry, 
mistress of ceremonies at an Atlantic 
avenue hotel, who happened to be m 
th^ club when the shooting occurred. 
After telling her story to Inspectors 
she was taken to the Warren avenue 
station to confront two waitresses 
who. she said, were at the Cosmos 
Club at the time. Both waitresses 
deny they were in the club. 
It was the story told by Miss Perry 
•which restated in police definitely es- 
tahlishtag that the murder took place 
Inside the club. She was closeted with 
Inspectors at the Warren avenue sta- 
tion for more than an hour before she 
confronted those who she said were at 
the Cosmos club. 

Investigators asserted today that thev 
had established that the shooting did 
not involve gambling or a drug war. but 
that the killer had a grudge again.st 
Breen or Sweeney or possibly botn. 
Sweenev is reported to have robbed 
Bianv drunks of their money, using the 
nrarshals badge which he obtained in 
some mvsterious manner. 

Miss Perrr said that she was stand- 
to)t near the piano in the club when 
a fight started among a group of men, 
mostly Italians. They were having a 
special party. She said that she de- 
sided it was tim» to leave and started 
down the stairs. She said she reached 
the street flor when she heard a shot 
rinir out. . 

Two other ?irls, said to be wajt- 
re.ises in a Jamaica Plain club, were 
questioned in connection with the 
Cosmos Club slayin?. They said they 
left the ciub before the fight broke 
out. 

Meinwhile state and local police 
were having a controversy over who 
should hold the .32 calibre buUet 
which was removed from the body of 
the slain ranster and ex-convict. 
ONLY FOR EXAMINATION 
Boston police officials declared that 
Capt. Charles J. Van Amburgh, ballls- 
tiC3 expert for the state, called and said 
thst Gov. Curley requested that the 
slug be turned over to the state police. 
Capt. Van Amburgh. however, declared 
that he did not intend to keep the 
bullet but only wanted to examine it. 

Edward Scibolt said that Capt. Van 
Amburgh called him on the telephone 
and said that the Governor requested 
that the slug be given over to the cu.^- 
tody of the state police. According to 
Eeibolt he informed Capt. Van Am- 
burgh that he could not turn over the 
bullet. , „ 

Seibolt consulted Supt. Martin H. 
King Kine declared that the bullet 
could be taken to the State House 
for inspection by Capt. A an Am- 
burgh, but ordered that "it must be 
brought back here for U is a part 
of the city of Boston police case 
against the killer of Sweeney." 

Capt. Van Amburgh declared that 
there must have been some misunder- 
standing on the part of the Boston 
police. He said, "It may take only 
five minutes to examine the bullet 
and vet it may take two days. But 
the bullet properly belongs in pos- 
session of the Boston police to whom 
it was given by Medical Examiner 
Timothy Leary. 

"The bullet should not pass from 
one to another but should remain 
where it properly belongs. I have no 
Intention of retaining possession of 
the bullet. I will make photographs 
and examine it carefully, that's all." 
FINDINGS .AGREE 
William E, Payne, of the Boston police 
ballistics department, was the man who 
carried the bullet to the State House. 
Capt. Van Amburgh. after conducting 
the regular tesu said that his findings 
and those of Payne agreed In e\-ery 
detail. He .said that both he and Payne 
mere positively sure that the bullet 
■which killed Sweeney was made for u.=e 
In an autom.atic pistol but had been 
fired from a revolver. 

The bullet was left with Capt. Van 
Amburgh for further examination but 
onlv with the underst.anding that it 
would be turned back to the Boston 
police.

Four men were still being held at the 
Warren avenue station as su.spicious 
persons in connection with the latest 
gangland killing, but neither group ot 
police has as yet uncovered the real 
mo'ive for the murder o! Sweeney. 
And while search for Mario De- 
Marco, better known as John Delia 
Eusso, spread to every corner of the 
stale, it was brought to light that at 
least two politicians, and possibly 
more, have an interest in the Cosmos 

CommL^sioner of Safety Paul Kirk is 
heading the stale investigation and he 
is using his crack detectives in an at- 
tempt to establish a motive and appre- 
hend the murderer. 

All information gathered by either 
state or local police regarding the mur- 
der of Sweeney will be turned over to 
the Biiston licensing board and the 
^BC Either of these beards will take 
action on the license held by the ciub. 
The Saortsmen's Club on the top floor 
is an" unchartered organization, and 
police took the only action needed in 
that case when they wrecked tae place. 
Boston police today sent out a radio 
and teietvire message requesting that 
all cruising cars and officers watch 
for an automobile bearing Massachu- 
setts registration plates, 589,980. The 
officers were ii«tructed to arrest the 
occupants on suspicion of murder and 
bring them to the 'Warren avenue 
station. 

Police are working on the supposition 
that this car was owned by Sweeney. 
At any rate the machine was driven by 
Gotiner up to yesterday. The machine 
strangely disappeared while police were 
taking Gouner to the Warren avenue 
station. 

The plate on the front of the machine 
is a regular metal plate. The plate on 
the rear, properly colored, is made of 
cardboard. Consequently police are of 
the opinion that another car, with one 
real plate and a mantifactured plate 
with the same number, is moving about 
the cii^'. 

David Montague, chairman of the 
Boston license board, said today that 
the question of suspension of the 
Cosmos license will be taken up Tues- 
day morning. Montague said that 
tile first license given the clu'" was a 
so-called probationary license, granted 
in December. 1933. The names of the 
officers given on the application were: 
Daniel F. O'Connell, 141 Stuart street, 
president; Chester Grillo, 40 Yeo- 
mans avenue, Medford. and Edward 
F. Feldman, 165 East Cottage street, 
Roxburv, financial secretary. .At that 
time Atty. Bernard Killion was coun- 
sel for the club. 

NO PROTEST MADE 
Montague explained that at the 
time officers from division 4 were 
present when the application was 
heard. None kncv of any reason 
why the club should not be granted 
a license. These officers included 
Sergt. John F. Dunleavy and Sergt. 
Leo Hoban. The chairman explained 
that no complaint has ever bien 
lodged against the club. 

The chairman thought he could re- 
call one or two state senators appear- 
ing in favor of the granting of a 
license. He also remembered that 
some one suggested that "Beano" 
Breen was behind the club. He s.^id 
he asked the officers who were present 
but they did not know that any man 
named Breen was connected with the 
club. 

Incorporation records at the State 
House revealed that the Cosmos Club 
was rstabli.shed in 1909. At that time 
it had headquarters on Huntington 
avenue, opposite the Opera House, and 
was opened for the purpose of encour- 
aging "interest in opera. That organiza- 
tion continued in existence for many 
years. It was taken over by another 
group just a few years ago. 

Comr. Kirk and Gov. Curley conferred 
for nearly a 'naif hotir and discussed 
the various angles of the murder but 
neither would make a statement after 
the conference ended. Kirk then went 
} into a conference with Capts. Stokes and 
Mic'nael Barrett. 

Not a trace of DeMarco, who is called 
"Cocky," has been found since he dL^- 
appeared from the City Hospital after 
the body of Sweeney was Ifft there 
yo3t<irdav morning. In all probability 
he is in hiding in Bost-in. On numerous 
occasions when it was best to be out j 
oi sight, he m.erely hid in a lodging ■ 
houic, but never left the city. 

Comimissioner Kirk said tnis miornmg 
that his iiicn were still working on the 
case Several of the Boston detectives 
who' were a.ssigned to the investigation 
less than 15 minutes after they were 
informed that Sweeney had been mur- 
dred, were still pressing their search 
today.

that the slug be given over to the cus- 
tody of the state police.

Capt. Van Ambursh declared that | 
there must have been some misunder- 
standing on the part of the Boston 
police.

But j 
the bullet properly belongs in pos- j 
session of the Boston police to whom | 
it was given by Medical E.xaminer 
Timothy Leary. 

"The ballet should not pass from 
one to another but should remain 
where It properly belongs. I have no 
intention of retaining possession of 
the ballet. I will make photographs 
and examine it carefully, that's all." 
But that there is friction over the 
handling of the investigation was evi- 
dent. It was obvious that Boston offl- 
ciaJs resented the action of Gov. Curley 
In ordering state detectives to investi- 
gate. 

FOCB SISFECTS HFLD 
Four men n-ere still being held at the 
Warren avenue station as suspicious 
persons in connection with the latest 
gangland killing, but neither group oi 
police has as yet tmcovered the real 
motive for the murder of Sweeney. 
And while search for Marie De- 
Marco, better known as John Delia 
Rasso, spread to every corner of the 
state, it was braui;ht to light that at 
least two politicians, and possibly 
more, have an inierest in the Cosmos 
Club. 

Commissioner of Safety Paul Kirk is 
heading the state investigation and he 
is using his crack detectives in an at- 
tempt to establish a motive and appre- 
hend the murderer. 

Those being held at the Warren 
avenue station are: David J. "Beano" 
Breen, who tuok Sweeney to the hos- 
pital; Barney Gouner, who was found 
opposite the Cosmos Club with a 32- 
caiibrc automatic pistol in his pos- 
session: Daniel J. McCarthy and Aus- 
tin Holian. The last two live in the 
South end and have been connected 
with the Cosmos Club. 
Not a trace of DeMarco, who is called 
"Cocky." has tieen found since he dls- 
appea,red from the City Hospital after 
the body of Sweeney was left there 
yesterday morning. In all probability 
he is in hiding in Boston. On numerous 
occasions when it was best to be out 
of sight, he merely hid In a lodging 
house, but never left the city. 

Commissioner Kirk said this morning 
that his men were still workiiis on the 
case. Several of the Boston detectives 
•who were assigned to the investigation 
]ess than 15 minutes after they were 
informed that Sweeney had bsen mur- 
dred, were still pressing their search 
today. 

EL.ABOEATE LAYOLT 
The elaborate gambling layout 
found on the third floor of the Cos- 
mos Club building, in what was 
called the Sportmen's Club, is now 
at the Warren avenue station. This 
equipment, Capt, John Stokes of the 
state police said, was extremely val- 
uable. 

State detectives, who entered the 
investigation suddenly and to the 
amtizement of Boston police, found on 
ttte top floor, in quarters supposedly 
occupii^d by the Sportsmen's Ciub, six 
grilled booths where racing bets were 
taken, a battery of 12 telephones by 
which bets were recorded, dice tables, 
faro tables, roulette wheels, charts, 
form sheets, playing cards and huge 
blackboards. 

Access to the Sportsmen's Club can 
be gained only through a flight of stairs 
leading from the Cosmos Club quarters. 
Failure of Boston police to seize the 
gambling equipment stirred Gov. Curley 
to action. 

It was still the opinion of those 
closest to the investigation that the 
motive for the murder of Sweeney was 
connected with a drug '^ar. Some of 
the investigating ofSciftis believed, how- 
ever, that an argument developed sud- 
denly when Sweeney was about to sell 
dope to the girl m a raccoon coat for 
whom police are also looking. 

The autopsy report showed that 
Sweeney was struclc at least twice on 
the head before he was shot. Neither 
of the blows, howe'.'cr, would have 
caused death. 

Edwajd J. Seibolt, armorer of the 
Boston police, made tests of the four 
guns that v/ere uncovered as a result 
of the investigation. These included 
the two revolvers found wrapped in a 
piece of cloth in a bureau drawer at 
the Cosmos Club, the pistol taken from 
the Gallivan boulevard home of 
Sweeney and from Gouner,

State Police Step Into Boston 

Gov. Curlny sent state police detectives into a BofJton 
murder in?5Sttfation, without invitation from the Boston police 
department. 

It has been cu.stomary for the state police to wait for an 
invitation before entering upon a cAse being investigated by a 
big city department. 

So long as the state police pursue their investigation in 
accordance with legal process, with particular attention to 
legal search, no loud public complaint is probable. 

Is Gov. Curley justified in sending state detectives into 
Boston? If a person believes that the Governor is doing it in 
order to embarrass and remove Police Commissioner Leonard, 
that person will not approve of the step. But if the Governor's 
move is challenged, he can point to reasons wh/it is his duty to 
send in his men. 

First of all, he can question the character of a club which 
has been licensed by the cify to operate. Further, he can ask 
the Boston police why they failed to pick up a man (the victim) 
under indictment, whose associates have been quoted as saying 
was in Boston daily "right a'ong." 

The episode is a strange mixture of politics and police work 
—or lack of the latter. The state stepped in about 12 hours 
after the crime had been committed, a rather short period in 
which to allow the local department to solve the murder. Yet 
the Governor can claim that he did not wish the trail to get cold.

Back from Washington, where he has asked Uncle Sam 
to i|ive consideration to a i»rant for Massachusetts of .i^2■'5(),- 
522,590 for puhhc works, Clov. .Tames M. Curley has made 
puhlic today details of a colossal and costly protjram for tiiis 
state, to come out of the federal government's .H^l.HStMXKMKH) 
work-relief measure now pending hefore Congress, in wliich 
Wakefield and vicinity is included. 

Practically every one of tlie 1555 towns and cities in tlie 
state are included under tlie governor's i)lan and Wakefield 
would benefit in at least three projects that iiave heen pro- 
posed. 

One is the abolition of tiie grade crossing dt Aliiion st. 

Another project provides for a circumferential highway 
from Lexington to Wakefield, following portions of Route 
128 from Massachusetts ave in Lexington to Route 12!> 
(Lowell st) in Wakefield. Plans on this project as outlined 
some time ago called for the proposed highway to join with 
the Reading-Stoneham state rd, jjossihly at a point near 
Steele's Corner, then proceed easterly to Lowell st, probably 
via Prospect st. North ave and the Quannapowitt Houlevartl 
to Lowell st on Route 129. 

(Governor Curley's puhlic works program also calls for 
the construction of a circumferential highway fi'om Wake- 
field to Peahody. This is the project about whicii Mssex 
County officials have shown interest in recent monliis. 
Plans "thus far advanced call for liie |)roi)osed highway to 
leave Route 129 (Lowell st) at a point as yet undetermined 
and follow the course of tlie abandoned Newhuryport 
Branch Boston &, Maine R. R. line into Peabody, at Andover 
street. 

Under the military department section ■1i8(),()()0 is asked 
for repairs to Camp Curtis (luild, wiiere nearly 100 home- 
less are now ([uartered in a Fetieral transient camp. 

The railroad crossing at Willow st, Reading, would be 
abolislied under dov. Curley's jilan, also crossings In Win- 
chester, and four in Wilmington. 

(iov. Cnrley is asking the Federal government to foot 
the hills for the entire iirogram. 'i'his state, Cov. Curley be- 
lieves, is not now in a jiosition to extend its credit and if 
state coiilrii)utions are demanded, the program iuust be 
abandoned. 

The largest jjroject under the (dan of dov. Curley is to 
make (lie Newhuryport Turnjiike a super-highway at a cost 
of ^1,7(K),(MK) for widening along 25 miles of the Pike. • 

One project calls for the rebuilding of the roadway 
whicli circles the east side of Spot Pond, in Stoneham and 
Melrose, near the N. K. Sanilarium, Pumping Station and 
Fells Zoo. Border roads in tiie Fells Reservation would also 
be widened under Curley's plan.

Bristol, Eng. (,|'._When Sir Francis Drake abandoned his game of 
bowls upon the green at Plymouth Hoe and sailed forth to defeat the 
Spanish Armada, he probably was not aware that he had been break- 
ing the law right and left. W. S. A. Brown, a Bristcl lawyer, in the 
course of researches among dusty tomes of English law, has' just dis- 
covered that the game of bowls is illegal and puni-.hable by a term 
in jail. "In the 13th and 14th centuries." he said, "the game of bowls 
was becoming too popular and came under the ban of both King and 
Parliament because it was jeopardizing the science of archery, which 
was, of course, necessary to carry on wars. Therefore sundry statutes 
were passed prohibiting the game in the reigns of Edward III and 
Richard II, and other monarchs. In 1555, Queen Mary decided the 
game incited and allowed unlawful assemblies, seditions and conspira- 
cies. Those statutes have never been repealed."

Supreme Court Ready to 
Make Momentous Decision 
on U. S. Currency 

WASHINGTON, J'pb. 9, W— The 
long suspense over tlie geld clause 
cases appeared to be near an end 
today as nli surface indications led 
observers to believe the supreme 
court probably would announce Its 
decision Monday. 

The regular Saturday conference 
of the justices this afternoon In a 
basement room at the capitol watt 
watched closely In the hope that 
Chief Justice HuRhes miRht emerge 
with definite word of a decision date. 

There was no expectation in In- 
formed circles that the opinion Itselt 
might be announced today. Late yes 
terday the coiirt adjourned over 
week-end.

Pliould the court 
upset the administration and declare 
the gold clause to be still In eiTect, 
officials have calculated It would re- 
quire $lGft,000,000,000 of the present 
devalued currency to meet 
ligations.

We believe it can 
be proved to have saved millions of dollars for 
the State. We think it may be shown to be a 
■good investment. Now and then it has a tiff 
with a governor, but nobody is harmed. This is » 
a world of give and take, compromise and co- 
operation. 

"God forbid that wc should ever have a Gov- 
ernor's Council elected by popular vole. That 
I would be a calamity. 

"Stop kicking Constitutions round — for at 
least one decade. This suggested change is not 
even good politics for either party."

Feb. g^Only a hea.-t- 
broken mother's plea that the life 
of her son be spared stood today 
between Alexander Kaniinski and 
the electric chair. 

The 25-year-old New Britain, 
Conn., youth is scheduled to be ex- 
ecuted February 19, for the fatal 
bludgeoning of Guard Merritt W. 
Hayden. during the first of his two 
sensational escapes from Hampden 
County jail at Springfield.

J The governor said the State's debt 
Jhad jumped from $9,000,000 at the 
'time former Governor Ely took of- 
fice, to $40,000,000 when his own ad- 
ministration took charge. 

A national lottery, an increase of 
currency, reduction of interest ratoJ 
on government securities and the 
taxing of hitherto tax exempt se- 
curities were the methods by which 
he would finance the Fode;-al Relief 
Program. 

The plans were submitted at 
Washington yesterday and an- 
nounced by Uie governor last night. 
Curley said tliey would meet the 
public works construction require- 
ments for the next 25 years. 
Some of Govenor's Proposals 
Abolition of grade crossing, ex- 
tensive highway construction and 
repair, construction and improve- 
ment of public institutions and im- 
provement of harbors and water- 
way^ were but a few of the gov- 
ernor's proposals.

BOSTON, Feb. 9.— The relative 
exjx'nditures for the official auto- 
mobiles used by Governor Cuiiey 
and former Governor Ely became an 
issue yesterday before the Joint 
Legislative Committee on Ways and 
Means, when Richard D. Grant, 
secretary to the Governor, was called 
to explain the increased expendi- 
tui-e in the executive department. 

Representative Albert F. Bigelow 
of Brookline, Hou.se chairman of the 
committee, observed that he could 
see no reason why Governor Curley 
should have a motor car costing 
$5000 when Governor Ely's car co.^t 
$3850. Grant replied that the 
Governor liked the car in question, 
adding that there are .some i:)eople 
in the State who would have him 
motor in a low-price vehicle. 

Questioned as to why the number 
of clerical assistants in the Gov- 
ernor's office and the expense of 
that organi::ation v/erc greater this 
year. Grant declared, "Wc have a 
Governor now who works six days 
a week, instead of one and a half." 
He .said that, a fifth stenographer 
would probably be added to the force 
.soon. Governor Ely had three. 

Tlie committee inquired Into the 
employment of Jo.seph Hanken, na- 
tional vice president of the Veterans 
of Foreign Wars, for sipecial duty 
in the adjutant-general's .staff at a 
salary of $4000 a year and an offi- 
cial car with a chauffeur, who is 
paid $1560 a year. Grant said that 
he had heard that Hanken was en- 
gaged in coordinating activities in 
the adjutant-general's department.

These papers, it is charged, 
praised the stock of a regularly- 
orgamxed corporation known as 
the Curtis Manufacturing Com- 
pany, which was supposed to make 
automobiles, trucks and busses at 
Downey, Cal. As a ma^tei' of fact, 
the Government alleges, the com- 
pany did hire a factory, but it 
never had more than ten employes 
there and it never manufactured 
anything. 

High Pressure Salesmen 
After the favorable notices con- 
cerning the stock in the financial 
papers, it is charged, prospects 
,v., ,ild be approacned by high-pres- 
sure telephone salesmen. No selling 
was done in Massachusetts, al- 
though the entire promotion cen- 
tered here. Investors lost more 
than .$500,000 through manipula- 
tion of the Curtis stock, it is 
charged. 

Head man in the outfit, the Gov- 
ernment charges, was William I.,. 
Jarvis of Boston. His lieutenant, 
it is alleged, was Samuel L. Gaines, 
otherwise known as Samuel Glns- 
buig, of New Yoik.
